HL Bosworth has succeeded Mr. Walsh 
as the head of the Chicago National 
bank, and the places of the directors 
have been filled by men appointed by 
the Chicago clearing house.

no customer of any one of the three

Suspension cable, often several hun­ 
dred feet in length, was made of twist­ 
ed fi!>ers or slender stalks of climbing 
vines. 
'Ibis was solidly secured to 
large trees or masses of rocks on the 
banks of tlw chasms to lie crossed. On 
this cable a wooden block, grooved un­ 
derneath, was placed, suspended front 
which was a small rude platform or at 
times a simple loop of rope for the 
passenger or baggage. 
The wooden 
block, with its attached load, was pull­ 
ed across the chasm in either direction 
by a towline attached to the block. 
This rude contrivance is the genesis of 
the most refined aerial ropeways of the 
present day and of the suspension 
bridge also, which is. of a crude form, 
of very great antiquity. 
When the Spaniards tir-t visited Pe­ 
ru they found suspension bridges which 
could be traversed by men and bur­ 
dened animals. 
Some of these bridges 
were of over 200 feet span and were 
formed of half a dozen rubles of twist­ 
ed osiers stretched from bauk to bank
